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FOCUS: BRITISH COLUMBIA

Left Turn Ahead? 


With many ridings still too close to call, it’s a wide open race for British 
Columbia's thirty-six seats in this month’s federal election. 


But the numbers are almost an afterthought on the Left Coast, where the 
politics can be bold, the candidates baffling and the voting patterns downright 
bizarre. People who snicker about the red-blue political divide south of the 
border ought to spend some time here. Just a leisurely drive from the anything- 
goes, cosmopolitan chic of Vancouver is the Fraser Valley Bible belt, a fortress of 
family values and no-nonsense tradition. Talk about culture shock. The provincial 
Legislature routinely flips from the free-spending left to the austere right. At 


times BC seems equally divided between starry-eyed tree huggers and mean-| 


spirited union busters. 


This election is all about the contrasts. There’s no shortage of talk about the 
future, for example, but much of it is from political has-beens taking another kick 
at the taxpayer’s can. And don’t discount the lingering impact of politicians 
swallowed whole by embarrassing incidents of shoplifting and secret taping 
scandals. Makes you wonder why voters are responding with such a collective 
yawn, doesn’t it? 


Going into the contest with twenty-two seats, the Conservatives are clearly 
the party to beat. Without a doubt, British Columbia is true blue Conservative 
territory. This is the province after all, that keeps sending Stockwell Day back to 
Ottawa. 


If the Conservatives have the most to lose, the NDP have the most to gain. 
While they held just five seats last time, they were within striking distance of 
capturing at least a dozen more. That’s the stuff that Jack Layton’s dreams are 
made of. More importantly, the New Democrats have momentum, buoyed by a 
breakthrough campaign last spring that saw their standings in the provincial legis- 
lature proliferate from three to thirty-three MLAs. 


Visions of clinging to power have the Liberals desperate to improve on their 
eight BC seats; but in some ridings, they’re willing to just hang on to what they 
have. 


Liberal MP Hedy Fry is locked in a do-or-die showdown in Vancouver Centre, 
where Svend Robinson is trying to mount a comeback for the New Democrats. 
Robinson’s twenty-five year stint on Parliament Hill met an abrupt end in 2004 
when he admitted to stealing an expensive diamond ring. His light-fingered 
fiasco—along with Fry's strong ties to the community—means Vancouver Centre 
won't be a cakewalk for Canada’s first openly gay MP. However, the riding has one 
of the country’s largest gay demographics, and early polling suggested Robinson 
had an even chance of making a breakthrough. 


The NDP are also hoping to upset Keith Martin on Vancouver Island, playing on 
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the former Conservative’s decision to quit and join the Liberals when Steven 
Harper became leader. 


Other New Democrats are fighting in key Lower Mainland ridings to revive 
political careers that many thought were over—among them former MPs Dawn 
Black and lan Waddel. 


Former provincial cabinet minister Penny Priddy hopes to win the seat previ- 
ously held by the late Chuck Cadman, the independent whose deciding vote kept 
the Martin Liberals in power last May. The vote to save the Liberals was a sweet 
irony for the ex-Reformer. The Conservatives abandoned Cadman in the last 
election after his riding association was hijacked by a flood of “instant” members 
and he was stripped of his party’s nomination. 


Conservative candidates with ties to the anti-gay Focus on the Family are 
mounting strong campaigns against incumbent Liberals in suburban Vancouver. 
FOF denounces the gay “lifestyle” and believes homosexuality can be “cured”. 


Former Preston Manning aide Darrel Reid is challenging Multicultural Minister 
Raymond Chan in Richmond. Reid is a former president of FOF and an 
outspoken opponent of same sex marriage, which could garner support among 
Richmond’s conservative Chinese voters. And in North Vancouver, Conservative 
Cindy Silver is out to defeat Liberal backbencher Don Bell. 


The Conservatives are also fighting to hold the Surrey-area riding where 
incumbent Gurmant Grewal—at the centre of a scandal to secretly tape his 
private meetings with Liberal power brokers—has decided not to face the 
voters. Grewal’s sting operation backfired because it wasn’t clear if the Liberals 
were enticing him with rewards, or if he was actually on a job-hunting expedition. 


High profile Conservative John Reynolds, who barely hung onto his West 
Vancouver seat last time, is also stepping down, leaving his riding vulnerable to the 
Liberals. And former Environment Minister David Anderson—whose star has 
lost its luster under Paul Martin —has called it quits in Victoria, leaving his riding 
up for grabs. 


Given the deeply divided electorate and the high stakes, it’s not surprising the 
leaders have been making regular pilgrimages here to address issues like health 
care, softwood lumber and law and order. Winter weather, vote splitting and 
apathy aside, British Columbia, like neighboring Alberta, has deep conservative 
roots. The big question now—are British Columbians prepared to swing left? W

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Anyone but Harper

Here it is 2006 and traditional New Year’s resolutions 
abound. Another Canadian winter is here with short 
daylight hours and cold Arctic winds from the north 
blowing down upon us. However, this January our 
federal political candidates will provide enough hot air 
to keep us warm until Election Day on January 23. 
Certainly, in November, Stephen Harper turned up the 
heat on the very first day of the campaign when he told 
reporters that he intends to re-open the issue of equal 
marriage for same-sex couples if he is elected Prime 
Minister.

Many political pundits and experts were amazed that 
some of Harper’s first words on the campaign trail re-opened 
the same-sex marriage debate. 


“Canadians debated equal marriage for two and a half years and they don’t 
want to re-open the debate,” said Gilles Marchildon, Executive Director of 
EGALE.” Canadians have moved on. “They want a leader who will unite our 
country, not divide it.’ An Environics poll released by CBC on November 28 
states that sixty-six per cent of Canadians say the issue of same-sex marriage is 
settled and should not be addressed again. Pity nobody told Stephen Harper. Or 
perhaps once again it wouldn’t have made any difference if he knew what the 
majority of Canadians wanted in this regard. 


Harper seems to think that he and his Conservative party are above the 
Provincial Courts, the Supreme Court of Canada and an act of Parliament passed 
legitimately. When is he going to let this issue rest and respect Canadian law? 


This one issue is not the end of Harper’s hot water. Fellow conservative politi- 
cian and Premier of Alberta, Ralph Klein spoke up again. If Ralph was a betting 
man, he said he would put his money on another Liberal minority government as 
the probable outcome of this election. To which Peter Mackay, Deputy Leader of 
the federal conservatives suggested duct tape was the only way to silence the 
outspoken Premier. This probably caused a shortage of said tape in Alberta 
hardware stores deep in the heartland of conservative voters. 


Even more hot water bathed Harper when, on December 2 in a Toronto 
speech, Buzz Hargrove, Canadian Auto Workers union President urged his 
250,000 strong membership to vote in a manner which would ensure Stephen 
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Harper’s conservatives don’t win 
power. Hargrove feels that a Liberal 
minority government with the balance 
of power held by the NDP party 
would be the best outcome in this 
federal election. 
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Now that the festive holiday season 
has passed, we can expect the election 
campaign to heat up with the dimin- 
ishing countdown to election day. This 
January poll date, with rare timing in 
Canadian political history, will certainly 
be impacted by winter weather and a 
low voter turnout on January 23. With 
this in mind and high stakes for the 
future of same-sex marriage, your vote 
is important and will make a difference. 
Please take a little time on election day 
to show up at your polling station and 
cast your ballot. Be a part of the 
“Anyone But Harper” movement, 
which is spreading across 
Canada with the chilled winter 
breezes under the rainbow.

EDITORIAL 


Whose Moral Imperative?

We're hearing a lot about moral imperatives these days, as in, “Paul Martin and 
the federal Liberal party have lost the moral imperative to govern”. 


Certainly, as we head down the road to what is almost certain to be an utterly 
pointless election, Stephen Harper, Jack Layton and Gilles Duceppe have been 
throwing that phrase around like cheap cologne on a Saturday night. 


What it means, in our post-Adscam world, is that because the Liberals have 
been caught with their hands in the cookie jar, they have somehow lost the right 
to govern. 


That every government in history has, in one way or another, had its hands 
similarly engaged in the communal cookie jar, is at this point, irrelevant, because, 
in the final analysis, it's not the snitching of the cookies that counts, but rather 
the getting caught. 


Still, in the midst of all this endless and idle chatter about moral imperatives 
and the like, one can't help but reflect on the nature of morality and politics, two 
things that normally have about as much in common, it would seem to me, as 
chalk and cheese. 


Stephen Harper obviously thinks of his cohorts and himself as moral men. In 
fact, this is a group given to wearing their morality on their sleeves. You'll find it 
just below the chips on their shoulders, one suspects. 


And, considering the fact that Mr. Harper and his coterie are the only ones 
other than Paul Martin and his cohorts who stand a tinker's chance in hell of 
forming even a minority government later this month, that combination of anger 
and morality is more than a trifle worrisome. 


What seems to bso the chip on Harper's shoulder of late, of course, is 
same-sex marriage—and if, like so many of us, you thought all of that was well 
and truly behind us, think again. 


In fact, the first thing Mr. Harper had to say once his shoes hit the campaign 
trail, was that, once he's prime minister, he'll not only revisit same sex marriage, 
he'll have a free vote in the House of Commons on the whole subject with a view 
to restoring a traditional definition. In Mr. Harper's mind, it appears the fact that 
Adam and Steve can now live together in legally wedded bliss is far more impor- 
tant than, say, a functioning health care system, the soft-wood lumber issue, or 
even the war in Iraq or child poverty, all of which he will presumably deal with at 
a later date-once he's saved the holy institution of matrimony for Ken and Barbie, 
or Nick and Jessica, or Brad and Jennifer, _ that is. 


So, once Mr. Harper acquires the moral imperative that he covets to govern, 
(unlike another tin man who simply coveted a heart) the first thing he will use it 
for is to wipe out same sex marriage—but not all same sex marriage, it turns out. 


If, like my husband and |, you were married before he was elected, your same- 
sex union will be safe in perpetuity, he has hastened to assure, but that's it. Once 
he gets his vote, marriage will go back to being an institution reserved solely for 
the heterosexual taxpayer. 


In Mr. Harper's mind, there is nothing immoral, it seems, in creating two classes 
of gay union—but then, his morality is pretty hard to figure out at the best of 
times. 


For instance, the fact that virtually every court in the nation has ruled that gays 
must have equal access to all things, might present a bit of a quandary for a moral 
man determined to deep-six same sex marriage, but Mr. Harper knows that all 
those judges clearly lack his moral imperatives, so he'll show them. 
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But wait a minute. Assuming Mr. Harper does get his moral imperative, and 
assuming that his free vote turns out not to favour same sex marriage, what then? 


Well, a moral man, one must assume, would be prepared to invoke the notwith- 
standing clause to save Canada from those Godless heathens on the Supreme 
Court—but not Mr. Harper, who clearly lacks the courage of his moral convic- 
tions. 


In the first debates of the election, Mr. Harper has in fact ruled out invoking the 
notwithstanding clause to save Canada from the excesses of same sex marriage. 


So, what's the point in opening things up for further debate, you might well be 
asking: Why waste the time and energy on a free vote that, should it succeed in 
blocking same sex marriage, is all but certain to be overturned by the Supreme 
Court of Canada, unless you are prepared to back it up by thumbing your nose 
at the Charter of Rights and Freedoms? 


The answer is simple. In his headlong determination to acquire the moral 
imperative to govern—you know, the one he claims Mr. Martin has lost-Mr. 
Harper desperately needs the backing of the outer fringes of the lunatic right. 
And those are the very people who fail to realize that when human rights are left 
solely to the rule of the majority, mob rule ensues. 


So, Mr. Harper is prepared to pander to them to get elected—in essence, to 
screw them to get the moral imperative to govern. 


Time enough, once they have accorded him the “moral imperative” he covets, 
to let them know that there was really nothing he could do about it in the first 
place. 


Aside from the money it will cost the gay community to mount yet another 
Supreme Court challenge, it won't change a thing.

G-Bleus Badminton Tournament

Montréal welcomed badminton players from across the country for the semi- 
annual badminton doubles competition on Saturday December 3, 2005. The 
tournament, organized by Montréal’s local gay badminton club Les G-Bleus, filled 
the gyms of Cégep du Vieux—an exceptional site located in the heart of Montréal’s 
gay village. 

By 8:30 a.m., the tournament was under way as the eighty-two teams began the 
morning rounds. Guy Marin, President and Daniel Beaudoin, vice-president of G- 
Bleus were very pleased with the turnout of 164 players. Over the years they have 
watched it grow from around forty to about 200 members. The tournament is 
divided into four levels: Elite, A, B, and C, where players are split up according to 
their experience and skill. This is to ensure players 
compete with other players of the same caliber- 
for example, if you win gold in C level this 
tournament, then you will compete in the .@ 
B level in the next one. 


The tournament hosted men and 
women of all ages, and in recent years 
the diversity among members has 
grown. “The average age is early 
thirties,’ said Damian Pilie, G-Bleus’ 
treasurer, “but we are getting a lot of 
guys in their twenties, especially from 
Toronto”. 


There were eighteen women playing — § oe 
making for about eleven percent of the ee 
tournament total. Marie-Josee and her = 
girlfriend Johan from Montréal said they 
enjoyed playing against mén but some women 
only like playing against other women. “Some lesbians 
are like that,’ commented Johan. Competing in the A level, these ladies are doing 
well and having a lot of fun. 


As the games progressed, teams kept track of wins and losses on score sheets. 
The sheets are handed in at the midday break and tabulated to determine the 
schedule for the afternoon. 


“This is when it gets Darwinian,” said Chris Pegg who is part of the National 
Badminton Association and has participated in the tournaments since 1997. Based 
on scores in the previous games the 
levels are split into two groups. Level A, 
for example, gets split into A+ and A. 
Players then face-off to win the medals 
in their sub-level category. 


During the break, players took the 
opportunity to freshen up and change 
clothes, or as Chad Simon likes to call 
it, costume changing. He and his 
teammate, Vincent Chan who are part 
of Toronto’s badminton league 
BadinTO, always put a creative effort 

“ into their outfits for the afternoon 
rounds. This time Te sport custom made pink tees saying ‘cocky bitch’ and little 
white booty shorts that will definitely work to distract their opponents.“That’s the 
difference between gay and straight sports,’ Chad said humorously. Other fashion 
statements on the courts included matching outfits, Armani sportswear and more 
witty t-shirts, one saying ‘One Hit Wonder’ across the chest. 


The afternoon rounds began and the gym was once again filled with the multiple 
popping sounds of racquets hitting birdies and high-pitched squeaking of shoes 
against the gym floor. The noise wasn’t loud enough to drown out the buzz about 
the hot twins playing over at the B-level __ 
nets. Jose and Jordan, twenty-eight, have 3 
always been active in many sports and this 
tournament is their first time playing 
badminton as partners.

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With a gym full of gay athletes “checking 
out the competition’ had dual meaning but 
the majority of looks were focused on the 
elite level’s team-to-beat Andrew Beaka and 
Mike Meraw. Beaka, who is straight, is a 
Badminton star; he’s an Olympic qualifier and 
the final winner of last years Canadian 
Championships. He came from Ottawa and 
play with his friend, Meraw to whom he is 
giving lessons. “It’s great to come out and 
support a friend and also the game that 
doesn’t get as much attention here in Canada 
as it does in other places,’ Beaka said. He 
was also impressed with how organized the 
tournament was and how enthusiastic the 
players were about it. The pair swept the 
tournament undefeated, taking the gold 
medial in Elite.

Belinda Stronach: True to Her Principles

There is no mistaking the fact that Belinda 
Stronach is probably one of the most talked about 
political figures in recent memory. When asked 
about being named one of Time Magazine’s 100 
most influential people last year, she jokes, “There’s 
a saying that well-behaved women rarely make 
history.” 


Her breaking ranks with the Conservative party 
to cross the floor and join the Liberal party in May 
sparked huge controversy—it was a move that not 
only saved the government, but it also saved bill C- 
38 from dying on the Order Paper. Equal marriage 
was one of the topics that set her apart from her 
fellow Conservatives, something she’s still 
passionate about going into the upcoming election. 
And in a recent exclusive interview with Outlooks, 
when asked how her constituents respond to her

“I’m Canadian first and | think that they appreciate someone with guts who will 
stand up for principles,” she says. 


Hearing her speak about the decision to cross the floor, you can still hear the 
conviction in her voice. “My loyalty is to this community and to this country 
before it is blindly to some political party,’ Stronach declares. “I got involved in 
politics because | wanted to make a difference to this community and to this 
country. | still think it’s good that the two parties came together—I was involved 
in bringing the two former conservative parties together because | think it’s good 
for democracy to have checks and balances.. | worked hard within the 
Conservative party to try to move it in a more modern, moderate mainstream 


party, but | didn’t feel that the leader wanted to move in that direction. So at: 


some point, you have to ask yourself if the party still reflects what you stand for.’ 


Those principles are something else Stronach speaks strongly about. “I stand 
for three things: a united Canada—it’s critical that we have a strong country; that 
we manage the economy well so that we can invest in good social programs; and 
that we continue to allow society to evolve—that we celebrate the diversity in 
this country, protect minorities and treat people equally—that to me is a funda- 
mental principle, non-negotiable. As you know, |! supported equal marriage. This 
is an important principle to me, that people have the right to be treated equally 
and how can one class of citizens be more equal than another?” 


The move didn’t happen in a vacuum—a crucial budget vote on the way would 
have spelled the end of the government if defeated. Seeing the importance of the 
budget for her riding’s priorities such as infrastructure was one of Stronach’s 
deciding factors. The other was that polls at the time indicated the Bloc would 
have picked up even more seats in Québec, while the Conservatives had no 
presence in the province. 


“It was a very tough decision for me,” Stronach says. “I had a lot invested in 
the Conservative party and worked hard to see that it would move in a certain 
direction. | didn’t feel that it was going in that direction, and I’m involved in 
politics because | want to make a difference and have an impact. Some people 
criticize me for being opportunistic and wanting to be a minister, but I’ll tell you, 
advancing my career was not first and foremost in my mind because | could have 
only been minister for a day. It wasn’t guaranteed that we weren't still going to 
have an election.” 


In the end, Independent MP Chuck Cadman stepped up and saved the day, tying 
the vote so that the Speaker could break the tie and vote with the government, 
keeping Parliament going. Shortly thereafter, C-38 came into being. Stronach will 
certainly be touted as one of the polarising bill’s saviours—but what kind of 
response has it elicited so far? 


“| think very good people appreciate someone who stands up for what they 
believe is right. It would have been easy for me to stay in the party and follow 
the wishes of the leader, but | didn’t think that was right or that it was good for 
Canada,’ Stronach says. “I took a lot of heat for joining the government, but | 
think also a lot of people appreciated what | stood for and why | did it, because 
at the end of the day, |! have to look in the mirror and say ‘Did | follow my heart, 
did | follow my principles, did | do the right thing, did | help build a stronger 
Canada?’ And honestly, in good conscience | could not participate in bringing 
down the government. C-38 was important to me—l have been a strong 
advocate of those principles since the day | entered politics on January 20, 2004.” 
She pauses. “Gosh, time flies. To me that’s one of the great things about this 
country-that people can have different views, backgrounds and opinions and we 
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can celebrate that. But, we 
have to protect it; we can’t 
take it for granted. To me, Fag 
that’s a fundamental value. | 
certainly feel more comfort- 
able in the Liberal party 
because they reflect and } 
appreciate that.” 


The road to C-38's{ 
passage was a rough one, 
often putting Stronach at 
odds with her former party. § 
“| found it just wrong that | 
Stephen Harper took out 
ads in ethnic and minority papers to try and galvanize the vote against C-38. To 
me that’s just wrong-you cannot use human rights as a tactical wedge issue.” 


Harper continues to push the marriage issue in this election, promising to 
revisit the law should he become Prime Minister. 


“He didn’t have to do that!” Stronach exclaims. “First of all, when the Supreme 
Court gave their opinion, they allowed for Parliament to make that decision in a 
free vote—I do respect a free vote, that Parliamentarians can vote according to 
their conscience or seek the wisdom of their community. He didn’t have to go 
back and make it a party platform. At the time when we had the vote on C-38, 
he could have said ‘Look, all of you MPs, you decide according to your 
constituents or your conscience.’ He didn’t have to push it as hard as he did.” 


As for Harper’s options to revisit the issue while respecting the Charter, 
Stronach joins the consensus that the Notwithstanding Clause is the likely route 
to denying future marriages. “There’s many constitutional experts that have 
spoken on that, and | defer to their judgement, but if he becomes Prime Minister, 
| believe he’d be the only Prime Minister to invoke the Notwithstanding Clause 
on an issue of human rights. To re-open it again—lI find it a cavalier attitude 
toward human rights for a man who wants to be Prime Minister. | think it makes 
people feel uncomfortable—where does it end?” 


Staying true her principles, Stronach now faces a vote that could decide her 
political future. Given her confidence, Stronach seems poised to win. W

Federal Ballot: Gay Marriage Is Safe Say Experts 


The federal election taking place January 23 is costing taxpayers $265 million, 
but it’s far from certain the result will change much in Ottawa. 


Most pundits suggest it will produce either another Liberal minority govern- 
ment or possibly a Conservative minority, so we'll all have a sense of déja vu and 
will have to hope some workable alliances can be cobbled together. 


What is certain is that the Bloc should do very well in Québec and the Liberals 
won't. And we may face another election before long. 


A Conservative majority is about as likely as roses blooming in Winnipeg in 
January. Stephen Harper is still deeply distrusted by many. He might do better 
in Ontario this time around. His assertion that he will, if elected, hold an open 
vote on defining marriage as between a man and a woman only is an attempt to 
appease his nuttier Christian rightist friends. He also hopes to pick up a few 
ethnic votes, especially in the largely homophobic Muslim community. 


All the legal experts I’ve talked to say same sex marriage is now enshrined and 
nothing, including Harper, will change that. The Supreme Court has pretty well 
ruled it a Charter right and that could only be altered by using the notwith- 
standing clause, which Harper won't do. 


Besides, most Liberals, NDP and Bloc candidates support gay marriage so it’s a 
non-starter. And over 3,000 gay marriages have already been performed. 


Despite that, the worried Liberals will doubtless try to scare the GLBT 
community to death on the issue, exaggerating Harper’s ‘evil intentions’. Lawyers 
say the gay marriage battle is over and most Canadians agree. 


At writing time the Liberals still showed a small lead over Conservatives, but 
my guess is that Harper might scrape in with a small minority, provided there are 
no major gaffes before January 23. Many people want change. They also want to 
punish Liberal corruption. 


Dr. Duane Bratt of Mount Royal College in Calgary agrees. He thinks Harper 
is just placating his more conservative supporters by announcing he'll have a free 
vote on marriage. “It’s a meaningless statement because he wouldn't get enough 
support and he’s already said he won't use the notwithstanding clause to change 
the law,” says Bratt, who knows of no openly gay candidates running in Alberta. 


He says twenty-six of the twenty-eight Alberta federal seats are now Tory, with 
a slight prospect that the Tories could sweep all twenty-eight in this election. 
“David Kilgour has run as a Conservative, a Liberal and finally sat as an 
Independent, but that was a personal victory and that seat could change hands 
and fall to the Conservatives,” he says. “Kilgour isn’t running this time.” 


“Deputy Prime Minister Anne McClellan holds a Liberal seat in Edmonton and 
is a strong candidate but she only won by 721 votes in 2004 and by just twelve 
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votes in 1993. She’s a powerful candidate and even some Conservatives like her, 
but she could still lose.” 


Dr. Bratt suspects Canada will end up with a Tory minority government after 
the election. He expects the NDP to do well in Ontario and Vancouver and 
believes gay NDP candidate Svend Robinson could beat Hedi Fry in Vancouver 
Centre. 


“The election can turn on just a dozen switches in Ontario ridings,” he adds. 
“It could be a minority Conservative government but it may end up with no seats 
in Québec and that isn’t too good for national unity. If Harper does win | expect 
it to be a fairly short-lived government.” 


In Manitoba, there are fourteen federal seats: seven held by Conservatives, four 
by the NDP and three by the Liberals. In 2004, the Winnipeg riding of 
Charleswood-St. James changed from Liberal to Conservative when ‘star candi- 
date’ and former Winnipeg Mayor Glen Murray, openly gay, ran for the Liberals. 
He lost by 734 votes. 


Liberal M.P. John Harvard was promoted to Lt.Governor of Manitoba to open 
the seat up for Murray, but he lost to Conservative Steven Fletcher. That seat 
could possibly be in contention, as the Liberals have this time chosen a well 
known former Conservative MLA: millionaire businessman John Loewen. 


Another seat to watch is the northern constituency of Churchill, formerly held 
by NDPer Bev Desjarlais. She’s running as an independent this time after losing 
party favour when she refused to support same sex legislation with the rest of 
the NDP. The Liberals are hopeful they can win the seat by running ‘star’ candi- 
date Tina Keeper of TV’s “North Of 60” acting fame. 


The likelihood in Manitoba is that little will change. 


In Saskatchewan, thirteen of the fourteen federal seats were Tory blue at the 
last election, with Liberal Finance Minister Ralph Goodale holding his seat in 
Wescana. Professor Joe Garcea of the University of Saskatchewan told Outlooks 
that Goodale is well respected and likely to retain his seat. Garcea also thinks a 
minority Conservative government is a likely outcome if the Liberals are unable 
to recover in Québec, where the Bloc is expected to sizzle. 


He notes that some Conservatives won by only a few votes last time, so change 
is possible. “The province is fairly socially conservative and there are a lot of 
Bible colleges in the North and around Moose Jaw,” he says. “Some Conservative 
candidates have espoused strong family values messages.” 


In the Qu’Appelle riding NDPer Lorne Nystrom will try to win the seat back 
for the NDP. Conservative Andrew Scheer won it last time by only a thousand 
votes. In the Palliser riding in Regina, the Conservatives won last time by only 
124 votes and the NDP will be trying to grab the seat back. 


Garcea says many strategic voters split between the Liberals and the NDP last 
time, allowing the Conservatives to win. “If more of those voters support the 
NDP this time it could make a difference,’ he says. He also expects a low 
turnout. 


He has no doubt we'll end up with a minority government by late January and 
if the Liberals fail in Québec, he expects there will have to be many compromises, 
leading to a more decentralized Canada—something that would please not only 
Québec, but Alberta and B.C. as well. 


“Any minority government will have to make compromises if it’s to function 
and that could lead to more provincial powers and a weaker central government,’ 
he adds. W

Maritimers’ Suspicions 


Echoes of angry debate resound at Tim Horton’s, in pubs and around water 
coolers throughout the Atlantic region. East coasters like having a full range of 
options and resent bitterly being deprived of the opportunity to express their 
outrage at individual politicians or entire parties by voting for their opposing 
candidate. Ever since the Mulroney Progressive Conservatives self-destructed, 
there has been no viable alternative to the Liberal Party in Canada. The age-old 
tradition of pitting one party against another, to the benefit of citizens, has 
abruptly ceased to exist. 


Since Nature abhors a vacuum, it seemed only logical to assume that another 
party would quickly fill the void left by the demise of the federal PCs and re- 
establish the political balance. What is astonishing is the inability of the 
Reform/Alliance party or the remnants of the Progressive Conservatives to do 
just that. First it was given out that having two parties of the “right” was dividing 
the vote. So, they amalgamated and the results? Well...less than spectacular. 


The Conservatives (significantly, it was the word “progressive” which got 
dropped) as a whole do not act like a party; under the guise of freedom of 
expression they routinely fail to present any kind of united front. Public sniping 
and verbal gaffes are commonplace; their ability to sabotage their own efforts is 
remarkable. But the real obstacle to making headway in gaining the confidence 
of Atlantic Canadian voters is the leader himself. Stephen Harper is a huge public 
relations problem—he is perceived as unsmiling, humourless, rigid, with almost no 
physical expression—exhibiting a profound lack of charisma. We expect a little 
colour in our politicians. Next to Harper, Joe Clark was flamboyant! 


In Atlantic Canada, the Conservatives have some popularity with rural voters 
and seniors but even those who are financially conservative are put off by 
Harper’s stand on social issues. His stated intention to revisit the legislation 
permitting same sex marriage is of great concern to queer Atlantic Canadians, 
although most constitutional and legal experts agree that the Supreme Court has 
settled this issue. For most of us, he remains an unknown and most still prefer 
the devil we know to the devil we don’t. Harper’s remark about the east coast 
“culture of defeat” still rankles and will not be forgiven any time soon. 


As for the other parties: The NDP are very useful as watchdogs to keep the 
ruling politicians socially responsible, but are not taken seriously as major 
contenders. Their most positive role has been as conscience for the Liberals. 
Our own Alexa McDonough still enjoys personal popularity, in spite of a tendency 
during impassioned speechmaking to sound like she attended the Preston 
Manning School of Voice and Elocution. 


The Liberals can feel fairly smug about having a strong economy and the lowest 
unemployment rate in thirty years. The Gomery Inquiry has certainly hurt them 
but it is difficult to maintain outrage for extended periods of time. A new phrase 
has been coined for it—“scandal fatigue”. Maritimers do not condone political 
corruption, but are generally unsurprised by venality—we have a history of rum 
running and smuggling, after all. In early December, just after the fall of the 
government, forty-three percent of Nova Scotians said they would vote Liberal, 
over twenty-three percent for NDP and twenty-two percent for Conservatives. 
In terms of the leaders, forty-one percent favoured Paul Martin, nineteen percent 
chose Harper and seventeen percent of the favourable opinion went to Jack 
Layton. 


Paul Martin is well regarded for his defiant refusal to support the Americans’ 
aggression in lraq and has been lauded internationally for Canada’s position on 
human rights. Harper is an admirer of George W. Bush, which wins him little 
support in Canada. (One feels that both could benefit from reading Gibbons’ The 
Rise and Fall of the Roman Empire.) Harper is disadvantaged by a lack of experi- 
ence in politics and it is difficult to picture him representing Canada on the world 
stage. 


One possible scenario that has been suggested for defeating the Liberals is a 
Conservatives/Bloc Québecois combination of forces. This suggestion has a 
certain wry humour-but it is not really a workable arrangement. What would 
such a relationship be called? Certainly not a marriage! While politics has always 
made strange bedfellows one can hardly imagine snuggling up to Mr. Icy Blue Eyes 
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and expecting any pleasure from the union. 
In Nova Scotia, we have two major players in the political game. 


Scott Brison, former Progressive Conservative member and current Liberal 
Minister of Public Works has avoided becoming the whipping boy some expected 
him to be and has retained and even increased his popularity. An “out” politician 
who has recently announced his engagement, the handsome member (hey, it 
never hurts!) is also reputed to be a generous and skilled martini maker. Above 
all he is a savvy politician at the beginning of what promises to be a long career. 


Peter Mackay is the “laddie in waiting” of the Conservatives. He has developed 
an unfortunate habit of disagreeing with other party members—most notably 
Harper—in public and in the media. He recently turned down the opportunity 
to run for the leadership of the provincial Progressive Conservatives so his sights 
are clearly set on a federal role. MacKay is also remembered for his promise 
not to amalgamate with the Alliance party, a promise he broke almost as soon as 
he was elected. He strongly opposed Bill C-38 and is a favourite among Atlantic 
Canadians who grow nostalgic for the “good old days”. 


The most famous statesman from the “good old days”, Joseph Howe, was 
opposed to confederation, fearing that the east coast provinces would lose more 
than they could gain from such a connection. Many Atlantic Canadians still agree 
with his assessment and are suspicious of those who show sneering condescen- 
sion toward us “poor relations”. We are known both for our warm welcome to 
outsiders and for our slow acceptance of those “from away”. On the whole, 
most Atlantic Canadians are justifiably proud of our relaxed lifestyle while 
acknowledging that some economic disadvantages will issue from it. Some 
analysts consider Atlantic Canada the key element in deciding the political future 
of the country, something all parties would do well to remember. W

Federal Election: All Eyes on Ontario 


As Canada’s most populous province, Ontario has a lot of pull in the House of 
Commons. So much pull that it alone elects 106 out of the total 308 seats, 
making this the province that parties really need to win in order to form the 
government. As one might expect in a province with so many seats, a number of 
them will be hotly contested. The Conservative party is especially looking to 
increase their numbers here, despite the fact that they lost their only seat in the 
Greater Toronto Area with Belinda Stronach’s defection. This election, they hope 
to reverse that loss and make gains in ridings where their social conservatism has 
been the deciding factor. 


Four of the most-watched seats in this election all fall within the Greater 
Toronto Area, two in central Toronto, and two of them outlying. In the riding of 
Toronto-Danforth, NDP leader Jack Layton is facing impressive competition this 
year from Liberal Deborah Coyne. Coyne is a well-known and widely respected 
constitutional lawyer and author. Also of note is that Coyne’s daughter was 
fathered by Pierre Trudeau, though the two never married. One riding over in 
Trinity-Spadina, Liberal Minister of State (Families and Caregivers) Tony lanno is 
facing off with NDP candidate Olivia Chow. Chow is a very high-profile candi- 
date, not only the wife of Jack Layton but also a four-time Toronto city councilor. 
While Chow is well-respected by Toronto’s gay community, lanno (who did vote 
for C-38) has worked a lot on senior’s issues in the last Parliament and is widely 
known for his accomplishments in that regard. 


A little further afield in Newmarket-Aurora is star Liberal incumbent Belinda 
Stronach, currently Minister of Human Resources and Skills Development and 
Minister of Democratic Renewal. Thanks to Stronach’s stunning defection in the 
spring, a move that ultimately saved the Liberals on the eve of certain doom, the 
Conservatives are campaigning heavily to dethrone Stronach, seeing it as a point 
of morale to do so. To accomplish this they have put forward a well-known local 
figure, Lois Brown, while the NDP are running Ed Chudak against them both. 
Because of Stronach’s high media profile, it is expected that this will be one of the 
most-watched ridings across the country. 


Another riding worth watching will be that of Etobicoke-Lakeshore, where well 
known academic Michael Ignatieff is seen as one of the star Liberal candidates in 
this election. Ignatieff is replacing the well-known and well-respected Jean 
Augustine, who decided not to run again in this election, but not all sentiment 
towards Ignatieff has been positive within the riding, as many feel he has been out 
of the country too long teaching at Harvard, or that some of his academic 
writings are in contradiction to Liberal policy, such as lgnatieff’s support of the 
invasion of Iraq. This being said, Ignatieff wowed not only the party but indeed 
the nation, giving the main address at the Liberal Party convention back in March, 
a'move which many saw as not only his signal to enter politics but a possible run 
for the leadership of the party. Running against Ignatieff is Conservative candi- 
date John Capobianco. 


Ottawa-Centre is another riding that will be hotly contested given the resig- 
nation of Ed Broadbent. Broadbent’s heir-apparent Paul Dewar faces stiff compe- 
tition from Liberal Richard Mahoney. Both Mahoney and Dewar have been active 
in the riding’s strong gay community, while even the Conservative candidate, Keith 
Fountain, also courts the gay vote, though not quite to the same degree as 
Mahoney or Dewar. Many in the riding see the vote as a toss-up between 
Mahoney and Dewar, and it will be another race to keep an eye on. 


EGALE lists two Ontario ridings as ones they are hoping for a definite 
Conservative defeat. The first is Ajax-Pickering, where Liberal incumbent Mark 
Holland is facing Conservative Rondo Thomas. Holland brought a petition to the 
House in June that asked that C-38 be finished before summer, at a time when 
Pat O’Brien’s departure from the party was giving rise to talk of delaying the bill 
over the summer break. His victory against Thomas is important, as Thomas is 
the vice president of the Canada Christian College in Toronto. As well, Thomas 
is considered the lieutenant of Charles McVety of the Defend Marriage Coalition, 
and Thomas has pledged to not only revisit the marriage issue, but he is in 
support of amending the constitution to maintain the “traditional” definition of 
marriage. In the riding of Kitchener-Conestoga (also known as Kitchener- 
Wilmot-Wellesley-Woolwich), Liberal Lynn Myers is facing Conservative Harold 
Albrecht, a pastor not known to be gay-positive. 


So far, the only gay candidate in Ontario this election seems to be John Baird, 
a Conservative running in the riding of Ottawa-West Nepean. According to 
EGALE, Baird is on the record as saying that while he supports equal marriage, 
he also supports re-opening the issue to a free vote in the House. This rather 
contradictory position questions his commitment to the issue of equal marriage. 
He is running against two other newcomers to the riding—Lee Farnworth for 
the Liberals, a former Nepean city councilor (before the amalgamation with 
Ottawa), and Marlene Rivier for the NDP who is also the president of Local 479 
of the Ontario Public Service Employees Union. 


EGALE is currently awaiting the results of their candidate’s survey, where they 
ask all of the candidates running across the country five questions related to 
GLBT issues. The results are expected in the New Year, and will be posted on

The Man Who Invented Rock Hudson : 
The Pretty Boys and Dirty Deals of 
Henry Willson 


Imagine how shocked people would be if it was 
discovered that Hugh Hefner was just some macho 
__ figurehead and that Playboy Magazine was really created 
and run by a lesbian. According to Bob Hofler, that is 
precisely the reaction people are having to his book, The 
Man Who Invented Rock Hudson or The Pretty Boys and 
Dirty Deals of Henry Wilson. 


Hofler, who is a senior editor at Variety Magazine in 
Los Angeles, has written a real page-turner on the life of 
Henry Wilson—one of the most powerful Hollywood 
talent agents of the 1950s and 60s. Wilson is the man behind that fairy tale story 
of how a sixteen-year-old busty girl named Judy Turner became sex goddess Lana 
Turner. He also turned a petty criminal named Francis Durgin into heart throb 
Rory Calhoun and groomed Arthur Gelien into teen idol Tab Hunter. Wilson’s 
stable of macho stars also included Van Williams, Clint Walker, Ty Hardin, Nick 
Adams, Mike Connors and John Saxon to name just a few. 


But Wilson’s greatest achievement was transforming sailor ams NEeLNAM Bey 
Roy Fitzgerald into superstar Rock Hudson. Most 2 = 

of Wilson’s clients were gay yet he turned them into 
sex symbols. Women dreamed of being in their 
arms and men wanted to look and act like them. 
Many of those actors who were straight had slept 
with Wilson to break into Hollywood. If you want 
to know which ones, you'll have to read Hofler’s 
kiss-and-tell biography. At Wilson’s zenith, he was 
interviewing as many as 5,000 hunky hopefuls a 
year. As Hofler points out, “Henry was sexually 
insatiable. It’s safe to say he slept with every young 
man who came to him for help and advice.” The ™ 
book recounts Wilson’s Sunday morning poolside 
orgies in which producers, lawyers and Hollywood 
wealthy elite would frolic with Wilson’s latest young 
recruits. 


Hofler has been working on this book since 1997 a mA A 
but his fascination with Wilson dates back to 1957 when he was a seven-year- 
old growing up in a small town in lowa. “| remember my mother being upset by 
the news that Rock Hudson’s management team had insisted he get married to 
(Wilson’s secretary) Phyllis Gates,” says Hofler. “She had no idea that Rock was 
gay but was upset that he was being manipulated for the sake of his career. It 
stuck in my mind that there was something nasty going on in Hollywood.” 


Once Hofler moved to Los Angeles as a young man, he heard all the rumors 
about the homosexual actors who had starred in the films he’d grown up 
watching. Hofler quickly learned who Wilson was and how the agent had 
seduced these hunks before, through their screen personas, they seduced movie- 
goers around the world. 


-Then about ten years ago, Troy Donahue approached Hofler to ghost write his 
autobiography. “l couldn’t do it because Troy was delusional. He saw himself as 
a real talent. He still believed he should have starred in Splendor in the Grass 
instead of Warren Beatty.’ 


It was Donahue who introduced Hofler to Wilson associates Betty Butler, Pat 
y Colby and Gary Crutcher. With their help, Hofler 
opened a Pandora’s box of scandals and sex stories that 
titillate as much as they shock. At the heart of the book 
is Rock who walked a tightrope for most of his career. 
It was common knowledge in Hollywood that Rock was 
gay but Wilson worked hard to keep his most famous 
client’s sexual identity secret from the general public. 


Hofler’s book shows just how far Wilson was willing 
to go to protect Rock. When the rag magazine 
Hollywood Confidential threatened to expose Rock, 
Wilson offered them stories on Rory Calhoun and Tab 
Hunter instead. Whenever a former lover of Rock’s 
threatened to sell his story, Wilson would have thugs 
convince the guy it would be a bad idea. A broken nose here. A broken leg 
there.

Hofler talked to people like Debbie Reynolds, Dennis Hopper, Robert Wagner 
and Tony Curtis who knew Wilson. “They were very direct about all the men 
who'd been willing to sleep with Henry to become stars. Some made it. Some 


didn’t. People like Tony, Dennis and Robert © 
kept him at arm’s length.’ These insiders | 
revealed that, at times, Wilson was essen- | 
tially a pimp for Rock. Henry would get his 
new young clients into Rock’s films and 
Rock would hit on the guys. Henry knew 
what Rock liked in his lovers.” 


Hofler says Wilson “preferred sex with 
the straight men who came to him because 
it showed how much power he had in 
Hollywood”. Hofler notes that Wilson was | 
able to carry on in such a reckless manner 
because “this was a more sexually fluid time 
in Hollywood. People were experimenting 
more and people weren’t labelled as much 
as they are today”. He points out the real 
bonus for Henry’s gay studs was that “the mainstream press never wrote about 
gay sexual scandals. They left that up to the gossip rags.’ When George Michaels 
was arrested for cruising in a Beverly Hills washroom, every newspaper in the 
world carried the story. “That would never have happened in Rock’s day. That's 
what protected him for so long.” 


Hofler laughs when asked which of today’s young sex superstars Wilson might 
have managed. “Tom Cruise’s shoulders are too narrow and his hips too wide 
for Henry's liking. He would have been appalled by Tom’s couch-hopping stunt 
on Oprah but he would have loved the proposal on the top of the Eiffel Tower— 
that was really his style.” 


Hofler feels Wilson would like Brad Pitt because “Brad is physically fit and 
never gives the impression of being too smart. He liked his hunks to be beautiful 
and dumb or at least appear to be.” There is no way Wilson would have managed 
Johnny Depp because “Johnny is way too much of his own person. He’s too 
much of a rebel and an outsider. Johnny is too much like James Dean and Henry 
hated Dean.”

More than a Gay Love Story

The love that dare not speak its name is what Oscar Wilde called gay love. 


Somebody forgot to tell this to Ang Lee, the award-winning director of such 
films as Sense and Sensibility, Crouching Tiger, Hidden Dragon, The Ice Storm and Ride 
with the Devil. 


In his internationally acclaimed latest film, Brokeback Mountain, gay love doesn’t 
just whisper its existence but shouts it to the skies. 


Filmed in the majestic Rocky Mountains of Alberta, Brokeback Mountain is the 
story of Ennis Del Mar (Heath Ledger) and Jack Twist (Jake Gyllenhaal), a pair of 
cowboys in the 1960s who are forced to hide their love for one another. 


Barely in their twenties, Ennis and Jack meet one summer when they are hired 
to tend a large herd of sheep grazing high in the Wyoming mountains. The film 
does not shy away from either the passion that brings the men together or from 
the deep, tender love that develops between them. 


Gyllenhaal, the twenty-four-year-old star of such films as Donnie Darko, October 
Sky, The Day After Tomorrow, Proof and Jarhead recalls he was barely eighteen when 
he first read the screenplay for Brokeback Mountain. 


The screenplay was written by 
Larry McMurtry and Diana Ossana in 
1997 and quickly became known as 
the most acclaimed unfilmed script in 
Hollywood. Though they admitted it 
was a minor masterpiece, producers, 
studios, directors and stars were 
afraid of the openly gay subject matter 
of the story. Gyllenhaal recalls “the 
project was introduced to me as the 
gay cowboy movie. At eighteen, | just 
couldn’t venture into that world. It 
freaked me out.” 


Two things happened almost five 
years later. 


Gyllenhaal had seen Ang Lee’s Sense 
and Sensibility a film that moved him 
deeply and he reread the screenplay. “I 
realized that Brokeback Mountain is 
much more than just a love story 
between two men even though it is very much that. More importantly, it is the 
story of how two people grapple with intimacy and love. It’s a universal story 
because it is a universal dilemma. Love is not easy. In the case of Ennis and Jack 
it is so much more difficult because of the macho cowboy society they live in.” 


Gyllenhaal said neither he nor Ledger ever fooled themselves about how 
explicit they would have to get with the sex and love scenes if they accepted the 
roles. “We promised ourselves and each other that we would do what was 
necessary to tell this story as beautifully and truthfully as Ang wanted it told and 
that it needed to be told.” 


Still, he admits, “we joked a lot when we were preparing and while we were 
filming. There was no way around that for us. It was the way we dealt with the 
honesty Ang demanded from us.” 


Both Pele and q Ledger are straight and Jake says this fact adds another 
Ae S dimension to the film. “1 
think that there’s a really 
interesting, unconscious 
thing for an audience 
knowing that there are 
two straight guys playing 
this story together.’ 

Though both he and 
Ledger are _ receiving 
accolades from critics 
around the world, he 
quickly admits he 
“doubts this will mean 
that other actors will 
now want to rush out 
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and play gay cowboys or even gay characters. It will always depend on the 
material and on the director. A story and a script like Brokeback Mountain come 
around so rarely.” 


Gyllenhaal’s Jack Twist is a rodeo bull rider. He says that before making 
Brokeback Mountain he had no idea there was a gay rodeo association across 
North America. 


“There was a gay rodeo going on in Calgary while we were filming Brokeback. 
Somebody on set said they were cooperating with Ang but I’m pretty certain my 
rodeo scenes weren't filmed at that rodeo.” 


Though festival audiences in Toronto and Venice gave the film standing ovations 
and critics are predicting it will be the film to beat at this year’s Oscars, 
Gyllenhaal remains a realist. 


“Not everyone is going to accept this film. It’s a very different story than what 
some people might expect. Watching it up there on the screen now, it’s a very 
different story than what | expected going in. It’s definitely going to bother some 
people but that’s okay. In fact that’s great.” 


For his part, Lee says he never considered it a brave move to film Brokeback 
Mountain though other directors had left the project. 


“It was a love story | couldn’t resist. | was completely choked by the last 
paragraph of Annie Proulx’s short story when | read it. | knew it had to be done 
and | wanted to be the director to do it. | would have been so jealous if 
someone else had made the trip with Ennis and Jack to Brokeback.” 


Lee is adamant when he says: “‘If anyone should be considered brave it’s Annie 
for realizing this story continues to exist today and realizing it had to be told.” 


Lee wrote his own gay love story in 1987 called The Wedding Banquet, the 1993 
film that introduced the Taiwanese director to North American audiences and 
Hollywood studios. “It took me five years to raise the money to make The 
Wedding Banquet. It was considered such a taboo subject. Audiences embraced 
that little film. | have no doubt they will embrace Brokeback as well. Not all of 
them, of course, but we knew that going into making the movie.”

Scottish Drag Queens

Russell Barr is on his cellphone as a friend drives him home from rehearsing his 
new play, The Super/Naughty XXXmas Story. Our conversation is punctuated with 
Barr giving directions through the maze of London streets to his home. 


“The new play has a blind person, a midget, and twelve Jack Russell terriers. Go 
left here. We're just getting ready to open.” 


I’m not surprised by the midget, or the dozen small 
dogs, as | just finished reading his first play. Russell Barr 
definitely enjoys the effects of camp. In fact, in the opening 
scene of Sisters, Such Devoted Sisters, a group of drag 
queens hitch a ride in the back of a meat truck, sitting 
among the swaying sides of beef, throwing bloody cow 
parts at each other. 


Is Edmonton ready for the twisted tale of the inner 
circle of Glaswegian drag queen Bernice Hindley? We'd 
better be, because Bernice and company are brought to 
life by Barr himself in the dead of winter when Out Of 
#_ Joint Theatre’s production of Sisters, Such Devoted Sisters 
i plays at Catalyst Theatre January 26-29. As one of only 
two Canadian dates, Edmontonians get the Canadian 

“= premiere. Vancouverites beware, as Sisters... opens at the 
Waterfront Theatre as part of the PUSH Festival, Feb. I-4. Sisters... has already 
toured all over the UK, including two successful runs in London, where Barr now 
resides. Barr even has New York notched into his belt. 


So naturally, | want the dirt on how the tale of a Scottish drag queen and her 
friends and family has taken the world by surprise. | ask Barr to describe the drag 
he employs. 


The thirty-two year-old writer/performer seems surprised by the question. 
“Drag? It’s not, really.... | don’t behave as a man dressed up...it’s purely a device.” 
He equates the drag to the digitized faces on whistleblowers and undercover 
officers in television interviews; the filter through which the story is told. 


And if faces could be digitized in one’s imagination, the folks named in Sisters... 
would request the disguise immediately. Barr’s own press release tells of how his 
style of mixing truth and pure fiction created a bit of strife within his own family. 


“The message went something like, ‘Hello Russell, it’s Auntie Puppy here. I’ve got 
my lawyer sitting beside me, phone me back RIGHT NOW? | was slightly 
concerned.Auntie Puppy is not what you would describe as a ‘stable character’. The 
last time | saw her she was putting an axe through her brother’s bedroom door. | 
rang Auntie Puppy back. She’d had a phone call from a friend of hers who had 
accused me of saying scurrilous things about her family and her animals. She was 
going to sue me.” 


“I told Auntie Puppy that during the show | told a very affectionate story about 
one of her Jack Russells somehow managing to drive her mother’s car through the 
bay window of their house. Auntie Puppy then erupted saying, ‘As long as | have 
known you, you have always been a disgusting little man; your career is clearly over 
if you have resorted to writing this sort of filth’ Neither of us spoke until Auntie 
Puppy broke the silence shouting, ‘you are the WORST KIND of faggot’ before 
slamming the phone down.” 


Assume this tale is the truth, as press releases rarely lie. 


Russell Barr was studying to be a biochemist in his hometown of Glasgow when 
he ended up in a production of Oklahoma. It was his German teacher who spotted 
the spark in Barr and hinted that maybe it would be worth pursuing. “Until then it 
had never even occurred to me,” he confesses. Barr worked at a gay nightclub for 
a while to finance his time in the Royal Scottish Academy of Music and Drama. It 
was enough time to learn that his life wasn’t about the twirling lights and grand 
disco that is the club culture. “I find gay culture very difficult: the drink, the drugs, 
the sex. It’s like that’s all the gay identity is. My life is not like that’’ The drag 
queens repelled and fascinated him. “They seemed so bitter.” He later confesses 
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that he sometimes wonders if he’s not a little bitter himself. 


The idea for the strange tale of Bernice Hindley came 
to Barr gradually over time...bits of truth, bits of 
fantasy...as a writer, he enjoys exploring “what's truthful 
and what’s not”. The meat truck image, he confesses, was 
a dream, and yet true as well.

Happy New Year... Have an apple

With all the chaos of the Christmas season now over, it is 
time to face that dreaded promise you made to yourself 
on December 3|—the New Year’s resolution. At some 
point we have all made a new years resolution. 
Whether it is about quitting smoking, drinking less, 
eating better or not swearing as much—l’ve never 
made that one—committing to a resolution can 
become something of a daunting task. Yet, every 
year many of us make them. Call it self torture, self 
improvement or what you will, the fact is that 
making a resolution means you want to start anew. 


| have made the resolution to eat better numerous 
times. Quite often it is decided when | am on the 
phone with a friend. Whomever | am talking with will 
say something like “| can’t understand you, what are you 
eating?” At this point | tell myself that come January first, 
there will be no more snacking and | will eat only the freshest 
vegetables on earth-and not while | am talking on the phone! Easier said than 
done. 


In previous years, | have broken my well-intended resolution for a number of 
different reasons; no time to cook, too tired, or my favorite, “why cook for just 
one”. Some years | can last a few months without even thinking of the “bad 
foods”. Other years my resolve will disappear in a matter of weeks, days or even 
minutes. It can be the most frustrating experience ever. Yet, year after year, | try 
again. 

When did we begin to torture ourselves with these horrible resolutions? To 
my surprise, it turns out that resolutions have been practiced for thousands of 

= years. From the Babylonians to the 
2 Romans there has been some recogni- 
_ tion of the calendar year and subse- 
quently, of New Year resolutions. Not 
much has changed, except that back in 
the old days it was more about not 
pillaging too many villages, rather than 
counting calories. 


Presently, the most common resolu- 
tion is the one | most often choose-the 
diet. This is a logical choice seeing that 
the New Year follows weeks of indulging 
in treats such as cakes, chocolate, 
cookies, eggnog, candies and plenty 
more. December is the month in which 
the concept of gluttony is erased from 
our vocabulary as many of us eat as though we were going into hibernation. In 
fact, | am not sure if the holiday season could exist without sugar. 


More than fifty percent of New Years resolutions are devoted to eating better. 
That is how the multibillion-dollar industry, created around dieting, keeps going 
every year. From diet books to food supplements to herbal remedies, there are 
endless ways to pursue a diet. Unfortunately, much of what is out there is of little 
help in the end. Using diet pills and going on fad diets is like trying to put a band- 
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aid on a shark bite. In my own experience, | have come to understand that eating 
better is a life change-about making simple choices. The New Year may be an ideal 
time for people to make the decision to eat better. Realize that it is more about 
the bigger picture, about making choices for life. 


Speaking with Anar Jamal, a Clinical Dietitian from the Dietitians of Canada, | 
was able to gain some helpful information on how to be more successful at 
adjusting your diet. One start to a more balanced diet is moderation. As Jamal 
says, “Moderation doesn’t mean giving up foods you love; it only means having a 
smaller amount less often. It’s not just what you eat, but how often and how 

much, that really makes the difference”. Another tip that can make the differ- 

ence for those who are on a tight schedule and eat out often is to order 
healthier choices. Anar comments, “Small changes over time will make the 
greatest impact on your health”. So, when your are eating out, choose 
whole grain breads or bagels for sandwiches; meals featuring vegetables, 
dark leafy green salads with dressing served on the side, vegetable- 
based soups and pasta sauces, fruit salads and yogurt smoothies, bean 
or lentil dishes, meat or fish that is grilled or broiled instead of deep- 
fried 


An excellent way to achieve the best results with your diet, if you’re 

not sure where to start, is to get a personal consultation with a regis- 

tered dietitian. Personal consultations are great because they are 

adjusted to your personal life style. We do not all have the same metabo- 

lism, schedules or resources, so why should we all have the same diet? 

Working with a dietitian can help to provide some structure to your diet. 
Knowing how and what you can personally achieve in a diet is half the battle. 


| must admit that when | decided to eat better, | knew | would crave milkshakes, 
pizza and cheeseburgers. Every once and a while, | will indulge. But | can honestly 
say that with time and patience-and a veggie steamer-it is completely possible to 
make those adjustments that will help maintain a healthy diet every day of the 
year. The trick is to not give up, make that resolution every year. For more infor-

The Federal Election from a Québec Perspective 


Québec has seventy-five out of the 308 seats in the federal parliament in 
Ottawa. Going into this election, the Bloc Québécois holds fifty-four seats while 
the Federal Liberals hold the balance of twenty-one seats. The Bloc Québécois 
is the sovereigntist party formed after the failure of the Meech Lake accord in 
1990. It runs only candidates in the province of Québec. What's in store for 
Québecers for election of January 23, 2006? That’s a good question. 


The federal election in Québec is basically a choice between two parties, the 
Bloc Québécois and the Liberal Party of Canada. With the sponsorship scandal, 
the Liberals ability to mount a serious challenge to the Bloc Québécois has been 
greatly reduced. The BQ’s lead in the polls has consistently hovered at around fifty 
percent while the Liberals are at about thirty percent. Québecers were incensed 
with the scandal and watched the daily Gomery hearings as if it was a live soap 
opera. Another factor that boosts the popularity of the BQ is that they will never 
hold power; therefore they can promise the world and never be held account- 
able for their promises. lf the government of the day agrees with BQ policies, the 
BQ can take credit for having pushed that agenda and if the government disagrees 
but the policy is perceived as popular in Québec, then the BQ is defending the 
interests of Québec. For the Bloc Québécois it’s a win-win situation. 


Does a vote for Bloc Québécois translate into a desire for Québec to separate 
from Canada? Not necessarily. Many disgruntled federalists want to punish the 
Liberals. The only way they feel they can effectively do that is to vote BQ. That 
may change this time around from the election of 2004. The newly elected leader 
of the provincial Parti Québécois, André Boisclair, has been actively campaigning 
for the BQ. Both the PQ and the BQ are no longer downplaying the sovereign- 
tist option and that means the election of more BQ members to parliament will 
be a good first step towards holding and winning a new referendum on separa- 
tion. Paul Martin (whose seat is situated in Montréal-LaSalle-Emard) is also 
playing the national unity card, saying that all federalists need to support the 
Liberals to help ensure that the next referendum doesn’t take place. Where do 
the Conservatives and the NDP fit into this election for Québecers? Nowhere! 
The Conservatives are languishing at ten percent support, the NDP at six percent 
and the Green party at four percent. What the Liberals are saying to these voters 
is that if you are federalist don’t waste your vote on any of the other federalist 
parties, it will only let the BQ win more seats. 


GLBT issues are not a major factor in this election in Québec. Gay marriage 
was settled in the province in March of 2002. With the Canadian parliament 
making it nationwide in June of 2005, the issue should have been settled. Stephen 
Harper, playing to his social conservative roots in his party, has stated that he will 
put forward a motion to the House asking parliament if it wishes to revert back 
to the previous definition of who can marry—one man and one woman. He has 
promised a completely free vote (including cabinet ministers). As stated in an 
editorial in the French language paper La Presse; “Mr. Harper is thus ready to 
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reopen this painful debate which divided the Parliament during three last years.” 
To Québecers, this shows just how out of touch the Conservatives are. Other 
hot button social issues such as marijuana decriminalization and gun control may 
also hurt the Conservatives in Québec. There is only one Member of Parliament 
from Québec who is openly gay and that is Bloc Québécois member from 
Montreal, Mr. Réal Ménard (Hochelaga-Maisonneuve). He came out in 1994 as a 
result of a heated debate over what constitutes a hate crime. Then Liberal MP 
Roseanne Skoke made some inflammatory statements about how being gay was 
immoral and not natural. Menard said outside the House of Commons that he 
was “speaking for the community to which | belong” when he expressed his 
outrage at Skoke’s comments and he called on then Prime Minister Jean Chrétien 
to expel her from the Liberal caucus for attacking homosexuals. Chrétien 
refused. Recently, during the public hearings on same-sex marriage, Menard took 
on the Catholic Conference of Bishops disagreeing with their view that 
marriage’s primary purpose is for procreation; Menard is quoted as saying “the 
insistence that marriage be linked to the raising of children is an idea from the 
time of the Flintstones”. Menard has served on the House Standing Committee 
on Health (since 1999) and is the BQ’s Spokesperson for the Federal Initiative to 
Address HIV/AIDS in Canada (since 1993).While one may not agree with him on 
his constitutional position, Menard has worked very hard on behalf of the GLBT 
community and deserves to be re-elected. 


It is speculated that the BQ may pick-up a half dozen more seats in the 
province (it will be very hard to capture the remaining fifteen ridings that are 
predominately Anglophone or have large immigrant populations). But some 
commentators are predicting that the federalist voters who sat out the 2004 
election may be back in play and that the BQ may not be able to improve on its 
seat total. A day is a lifetime in politics, and a week is an eternity—can you 
imagine what this eight-week election campaign will be? W
